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SAC has high delinquencies 
In paying off student loans

Many SAC students are receiving F’s when it 
comes to meeting their payments for the National 
Direct Student Loans (NDSL). 

An estimated 52 per cent of the students under 
the NDSL program are between 10 to 120 days 
late in paying their first installment of the loan 
according to Jean Garrett, director of accounting. 

Under the NDSL a student can borrow monies 
up to $2,500 for the first two years. The borrower 
does not have to start paying back that amount for 
nine months until he discontinues being a half- 
time student. Then he receives his first bill which 
he has three months to pay. 

Failure to remunerate means the student is 
classified as delinquent. According to the Los 
Angeles Times, the delinquency rate among 
California community college student loans is 
more than 40 per cent. 

The U.S. Office of Education felt that a lack of 
institutional commitment to personnel, facilities 
and equipment to students was one major factor 
for the high delinquency rate. 

Other factors included in the report were 
inadequate training provisions for financial aid 
staff, lack of uniform interpretations of 
regulations, and using clerical help more than 
professional in guiding students. 

One wonders if this is the situation at SAC. 

Ara Boranian, associate dean of student support 
services doesn't think so. 

He feels the administration is very concerned 
about the student loans. The dean points out a 
computerized system which checks to assertain if

a student is enrolled before he receives the loan. 
Also financial aid officers are encouraged to 
attend seminar training sessions. 

Boranian said the district follows ‘‘every single 
word of the HEW loan regulations.” 

However he did admit that in the past SAC 
lacked staffing in the student financial center and 
that the accounting office was behind in keeping 
track of the students taking loans, but this has 
changed. 

“In 1971 we had two people working on student 
financial aid now we have four people and four is 
better than two”, stated Boranian. 

Maybe, but Garrett feels a lot of work still needs 
to be done. 

She states that when the collection of NDSL 
loans came under the jurisdiction of the financial 
aid services the delinquency rate was 69 per cent. 
When this responsibility was shifted over to the 
accounting department last October, the rate 
dropped to 52 per cent at the end of June 30. 

“The accounting department is_ solely 
responsible drop in the delinquent rate’’ said 
Garrett. 

This statistic is impressive considering that the 
accounting department has only one _ full-time 
employee working on the NDSL and other 
financial programs with a part time supervisor. 

Garrett feels the administration should grant 
more computer time aid for the extraordinary work 
load or hire more in the accounting department. 

To emphasize her point, the accounting director 
said the volume of students has increased five or 
six times more than it was in ‘71 while there is still 
only one person working full time on student aid.

Language-handicapped students 
helped at New Horizons Center

Students from foreign shores can find a 
counseling center near the campus which could 
serve as a beacon to welcome them. 

Located at 1432 W. Washington, the center, 
called New Horizons, will counsel limited English 
speaking students. 

According to Gayle Morrison, counselor at the 
center, most of the people using the center are 
South-East Asians. 

Other nationalities New Horizons serves are 
Mexicans, Polynesians, South Americans and 
Japanese. 

Originally only one counselor, Dick 
Bartholomew, had handled foreign students, but 
because of the increase from 60 to over 800 over 
the past few years, he was unable to give each 
student individual attention. 


Teachers also had problems in communicating 
with these students and would withdraw them 
rather than fail them. Immigrants had difficulties 
in their classes, and some were working at full- 
time jobs as well as carrying full class loads. 

So New Horizons was established with the 
purpose of giving those with limited English skills 
a separate counseling center for their own use. 

According to counselor Jim Shepard the people 
at the center seem very eager to learn. 

“They are very ambitious people, and when they 
come to sign up for college, they take on way too 
heavy a course load that out-weighs their ability. 
So this is why we counsel them to set up a 
program where they can achieve to their full 
potential,’’ said Shepard. 

The center is open Monday through Friday 
between 8 a.m. and 5 p.m. After 5, the center will 
be closed, but the services will still be available at 
the counseling center.

Suspect apprehended 


in locker room thefts

Continuing thefts on campus so incensed RSCCD Security, that 
the department set up ‘‘stakeouts’’ on campus, and, as a result, 
arrested a burglary suspect, John Barks Lyons, Thursday of last 
week. 

A few weeks ago, a violin, two secretaries’ purses, a projector and 
instructor Fred Hills’ briefcase were stolen from Dunlap Hall's 
fourth floor. And on Wednesday of last week, five locks had been 
severed in the men’s locker room. 

Assistant Dean of Safety and Security Robert Partridge said that 
he was approached last Wednesday by Security Chief John ‘‘Koko”’ 
Monreal, who stated he was “'sick and tired” of all the campus 
thefts. The two reviewed previous ‘unusual occurrance reports,” 
and discovered a pattern indicating most of the thefts took place 
during the day. 

Koko assigned officer Craig Hunter.to watch the men’s locker 
room, dressed in plain clothes and carrying books and a concealed 
two-way radio. Hunter and locker room attendant Tom Williams 
heard a noise that sounded like a bolt being cut. Through the mirror, 
Hunter observed the suspect putting what appeared to be bolt 
cutters into a top locker. 

Williams exclaimed, ‘‘There he is -- he’s breaking in now!"’ Hunter 
approached Lyons, who was standing in front of open locker #A25, 
in which was placed a pair of bolt cutters. 

After calling for assistance, the officer advised Lyons of his rights 
and arrested him for burglary. The suspect was then put in the 
custody of the Santa Ana Police Dept. (SAPD). 

According toPartridge a watch identified as one stolen previously 
was found in the suspect’s possession. The watch, it was 
discovered, had been taken, along with $17 cash, from student 
Robert Huelskamp. 

Both Partridge and Don McCain, dean of Students/ Activities, said 
that Lyons might figure in the Dunlap thefts. Said the security dean, 
“He fits exactly the description of the black male described by 
Psychology Department Chairman Court Holdgrafer after the 
Dunlap Hall thefts.”’ 

McCain revealed that ‘drug paraphernalia and a hype kit’ were 
found in the suspect's possession. The security dean reaffirmed that 
statement. McCain said the alleged burglar is not a SAC student.

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Affirmative Action reduces 
intolerable working conditions

“Affirmative Action is not only related to hiring, 
but it is a changing of attitudes,”” commented 
Ernest Norton, vice-president of Fiscal Affairs and 
chairperson of the Affirmative Action Committee 
at SAC. 

The purpose of this committee is to make 
recommendations to the -Board on the 
employment of ethnic minorities and women, but 
it doesn’t end there. Affirmative Action keeps 
current on all laws and regulations regarding any 
discriminatory employment practices, including 
aged, handicapped,. youth and reverse 
discriminations, to help keep the district out of 
court and to insure equal employment 
opportunities within RSCCD. 


“We change attitudes,” said Chris Arce, 
administrative intern who is reviewing the 
college’s compliance with the updated guidelines 
set by the state chancellor's office, ‘but more 
importantly, we make people aware.” 


Awareness and the knowledge of past and 
present problems regarding fair employment 
practices is the first step in solving those 
problems, Arce claimed, at the Affirmative Action 
Committee meeting last week. 

Joe Dias, SAC placement officer and Affirmative 
Action committee member, indicated that the 
state’s “handle on achieving minimum standards 
is through approval (or disapproval) of state 
funding.” 

An active and strong recruitment committee for 
lining up prospective minority employees is better 
than just listing blacks and minorities, Dias said, 
“we should use minorities to help recruit.” 

Norton listed three major items for the 
committee to move on: assign themselves goals 
and objectives, start in-service training on 
affirmative action ideals and to place Affirmative 
Action members on employment § screening 
committees. 

“| feel that the Affirmative Action Committee is 
going to be one of the most active committees at 
SAC,”’ Norton concluded.

University-bound student 
needs even break at SAC 


Last summer, Governor Brown suggested 
that the California community colleges cut- 
back their curriculum to the basics. Brown 
has been able, to an extent, to achieve this 
objective by vetoing all state funding pro- 
posals to the community colleges that 
haven't been a matter of life and death. 

el DON fee/s that this arbitrary action 
could adversely effect the educational role of 
the community college and the interests of its 
students. The need for basics is recognized; 
yet, we believe that this responsibility should 
rest on other areas of education, like high 
schools or Continuing Education, besides the 
college. 

SAC, as a community college, has 
provided a broad range of programs for the 
local population; however, the quality of its 
college-credit advanced elective courses may 
be on the verge of declining. 

Too many people assume that a student 
who wants to obtain a degree will enter the 
four-year university immediately after high 
school. This is not necessarily so, due to the 
imposing space restrictions, limiting costs, 
and the inconvenience of campus locations of 
the state universities, many students choose 
the community college. Because of this, the 
community college should continue to cater 
to the university-bound students. 

There is a need for progressive expansion 
of university-transferable courses that would 
provide intellectual stimulus; otherwise, stu- 
dents with initiative and scholastic ability will 
become bored. At the same time, without the

challenge of teaching inquisitive and studi- 
ous pupils, instructors may become sloppy in 
their work. 

Academically - advanced students who 
choose to attend the community college 
should not have to sacrifice their education 
for the betterment of others’ basic skills. By 
offering interesting and exciting electives, 
the college may encourage students to gain 
competency in fundamental skills so they too 
may participate in the programs. 

Part of the problem is the friction between 
the three state higher education insitutions 
that concurrently offer the first two years ina 
four-year degree program. Consequently, 
the state community colleges, the state 
universities and the University of California 
system are competing with each other for 
State financial support, talented instructors 
and students 

el DON believes that the educational value 
of a college-credit course should not be 
lessened in an attempt to make it popular. In 
some instances when an experimental course 
does not meet enrollment quotas, the 
minimum should be lowered. In other cases 
when instructors feel their students would be 
greatly deprived if the class was cancelled, 
they should be allowed to instruct the class as 
a sort independent study opportunity. 

We feel that Governor Brown and the state 
universities should not be able to make 
decisions that effect the implementation of 
improved programs and desirable electives 
on the community college level.

Divorce -- Orange County style -- can be considered a way Of life, 
when observing © that startling statistics reveal that recently more 
divorces are recorded than marriages. 

One __ single man said he was divorced -- and free to be lonely 
His story has pathos. ‘‘Family, whether you are 22 or 52, is gone. The 
first realization of your stark aloneness strikes you very soon. 

“Where do you turn? You cannot go back, because yesterday's 
memories are today’s disillusionments. Eager, though bitter, you go 
to the discos, first thinking to show how desirable you are. Besides, 
television no longer has much appeal -- you've no one to share the 
couch, and the set does not perceive your beingness. 

“Roommates come and go. In a crowd of partyers you are 
breathless, hopeful, eager -- yet somehow your inner solitude 
impinges on your thoughts insistently. 

“You go into a bar, hoping to meet someone. If you're lucky there 
may be three or four girls. Where the heck are all the hungry women 
that outnumber the men -- like magazine articles say? If you don't 
look like Robert Redford and you're not rich, they turn you down. 

“You return to your barstool and watch all the faces reflected in 
the mirror behind the bottles. You think that they are desperate. You 
Stare -- and see yourself -- and you are saddened, but most of all 
shocked to see that you are identical to those you perceive so Clearly. 

“After the perception, you do one of three things -- stay and play 
the game, look elsewhere for a place where the people don’t play the 
‘games,’ or return to the isolation of your home -- alone again, 
naturally.”’

She went to a discoteque on Harbor Blvd. in Santa Ana and found 
herself entranced by the gorgeous dance floor, which dazzled the 
vision with its many, multicolored lights. She noticed that men sat 
with boys and women with women, at least on one side of the dance 
floor. 

On the other side sat couples. Because she was not with an 
escort, she sat on the singles’ side. Much to her chagrin she 
discovered what kind of place it was, when a masculine-looking 
woman appeared at her side and said, ‘Dance, foxy?’ Hastily 
explaining that her sexual politics leaned to the right, she took her 
leave, face flaming. 

What is it about Orange County that divorced people such as these 
two report such alienation and loneliness? These people are not 
isolated in their opinions. Many, many divorced countians tell the 
same Stories, but with different casts, different scenery and perhaps 
different props. 

They tell a story of male and female as opposing one another. They 
each accuse the other sex of “‘game-playing,’’ and they concur that 
they are lonely but afraid to approach or allow themselves to be 
approached on a personal level. 

With the divorce rate so high, a whole new society seems to be 
developing in Orange County -- the singles society. 

There should be some academic studies done on the emerging 
group, aimed a finding some solution to the problems the divorced 
have -- a solution that will help those who choose to remain single to 
be an integral part of our family-oriented country. If this could be 
done and is done, perhaps a future survey will not find them singing 
that familiar refrain, ““Alone again, naturally.”

The result of the case against 
Kirschner is ludicrous. He was 
charged with six counts 
involving violations of 
California's political funding 
disclosure law and_ felony 
perjury and conspiracy. 

Had he been convicted, he 
could have drawn sentences 
totalling eight years in prison. 
instead, as part of a ‘negotiated 
settlement with the Distict 
Attorney's office,’’ he pleaded 
guilty on Sept. 16 to one count of 
violating the disclosure law and 
one count of falsifying evidence 
(both felonies) to the grand jury. 

He drew a $5,000 fine and 
three years probation. Compare 
that sentence to the average 
cost of first offense misdemean- 
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jail sentence and/or he could 
lose his driver's license. He

Another smelly case pending 
is the one against Dr. Louis 
Cella; former co-owner of Mercy 
General Hospital, and Steven 
Evans, the hospital's former 
administrator. 

Cella is charged with 
conspiracy, fraud and grand 
theft -- allegedly taking money 
from Mercy General and 
Mission Viejo hospital for 
personal purposes and political 
use. 

Orange County citizens voted 
for county government officials 
in good faith, no doubt believing 
campaign promises. Or have we 
become so cynical and 
accustomed to how political 
corruption immures us that we 
shrug our collective shoulders 
and think we can do nothing? 

We should demand fulfillment

Fuzzies to replace 
loneliness “‘pricklies™

How would you like a ‘warm fuzzy” -- for free? That is just what 
Santa Ana Ministries (S.A.M.) is offering. 

The name may sound misleading, causing one to think itis a 
religious group. Not so. 

According to Gloria Davenport, chairperson of the Human 
Services Dept., S.A.M. is a “movement with a purpose to develop a 
caring communication on campus and in the community,” and is 
nondenominational.
